EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

This applicant is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-5 
and 14-19 direct to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-5 
and 14-19 have been cancelled. 

Reason for Allowance 

Claims 6-13 and 20-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 6 is 
allowable over the references of record because none of these references discloses or 
can be combined to yield the claimed invention which includes thin film transistor array 
panel 

a passivation layer covering the data wire; and 

a pixel electrode including a transparent conductive material or a reflective 
conductive material and connected to the drain electrode, 

wherein the gate wire or the data wire comprises a metal film including a 
conductive material disposed on the insulating substrate or the gate insulating film and 
an opaque metal oxide film including an oxide of a conductive material disposed on the 
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metal film, wherein the opaque metal oxide film of the gate wire and the data wire block 
light, and a side of the metal film is uncovered by the opaque metal oxide film. 
Therefore, claim 6 is allowable. Claims 7-13 and 20-25 contain allowable subject matter 
by virtue of their dependency.
